WASHINGTON, June 15.—(AP)—Japan was bombed to-¢ 


day by America’s new super-planes, the B-29’s, and congress 
heard that Tokyo suffered “great destruction.” 

The War Department disclosed that the long-secret flying 
giants had gone into action. The announcement said: 

“B-29 Superfortresses of the United States Army Air 
Forces’ 20th Bomber Command bombed Japan today.” 

To this was added some time later that the planes flew to 
the attack from the China-India-Burma theater. 

Then Representative Starnes,.Democrat, Alabama, arose 
in the house to tell his colleagues that the target of the raid 
was Tokyo proper. A good source informed him, he said, 
that a large number of American planes were causing “great 
destruction” in Tokyo.

Of International Scope 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(#)—An American plan to keep the 
world at peace through an international . organization— 
the arms of peaceful nations if necessary—was made public 

t Roosevelt today after a year and a half of Allied dis- 


The administration aims, set out 
in a White House statement: 

1. An organization, composed of 
all “peace-loving” nations, to keep 
world stability. 

2. A world council, elected an- 
nually by the participating na- 
tions, to settle international dis- 
putes. It would include “the four 
major nations” (presumably the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and China) and “a suitable 
number of other nations.” 

3. An international court to 
handle justiciable disputes. 

4. The maintenance of sufficient 
armed strength by the individual 
nations to put down, by joint ac- 
tion, any future aggressions.

FDR Peace Plans 


Draw Solons’ Favor 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(P) 
President Roosevelt’s proposals 
for an international organization 
to maintain peace drew expres- 
sions of agreement in principle 
from many congress members to- 
day but there were reservations 
as to details and Senator Bridges, 
Republican, New Hampshire, ask- 
ed what would be the position of 
the little nations. 

Senator Vandenberg, of Michi- 
gan, chairman of the Republican 
Postwar Advisory Committee, said 
“Taken as a whole, it is construc- 
tive basis for discussion.” 

“In my view,” Vandenberg add- 
ed, “the nature of the peace it- 
self is an indispensable part of an 
ultimate judgment. Even a good 
league cannot cure a bad peace.” 


Chairman Connally, Democrat, 
Texas, of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, said the Presi- 
dent’s statement “is in line with 
consultations which the committee 
has been having with State De- 
partment representatives for a 
year and intensively for the last 
two months.” 

“Detailed provisions must be 
worked out through conferences 
with the representatives of our 
Allies of the United Nations,” he 
added. 

Senator Ball, Republican, Min- 
nesota, who had advocated an in- 
ternational police force, said “it 
sounds like another League of 
Nations without even as strong a 
commitment as was contained in 
the League covenant.’

Atlanta General Heads Statf 
Running B-29’s Tokyo Express 


Brigadier General Haywood S. 
Hansell, of Atlanta, chief of staff 
of the 20th Air Force, which used 
the B-29 Superfortresses to bomb 
Japan, said recently that “Japa- 
nese interior economy is highly 


}concentrated—it can be destroy- 


ed.” 

Speaking at a press preview of 
the huge bomber,’ Hansell said 
that studies of Japanese industry 
had begun about the time the B-29 
was being designed, although the 
plane was not intended primarily 
for use in the Orient. Similar 
studies have been made of war in- 
dustries in Germany and her sat- 
ellite countries. 

The general said it was expect- 
ed the Japanese defenses would 
be “very determined” and that 
losses might be high in forthcom- 
ing raids. He added, however, that 
the B-29 had the speed, ceiling 
and firepower to take care of it- 
self. 

Emphasizing that the plane is 
“nlenty tough.” General Hansell 
told a group of writers at Wichita, 
Kan., how the B-29 came out win- 
ner in an unanticipated encounter 
with a dozen Japanese planes over 
Burma many weeks ago. 

Hansell gaid the big bomber 
shot down two of the attacking 
planes before the enemy turned 
away, receiving a few bullet holes. 
One of her gunners was slightly 
wounded. we 

“The bomber was cruising over 
Burma at a lower altitude than it 
usually will fly when the Japanese 
fighters came along,” General 
Hansell related. “The craft acquit- 
ted itself very well. The bomber’s 
ability to defend itself is impor- 
tant because its range is well be- 


yond that of escort fighters.” 

The general last March took 
part in an American bombing raid 
over Rennes, France. At that time 
he was attached to the staffs of 
General H. H. Arnold and General 
Eisenhower. Since then he has 
been transferred from the Euro- 
pean theater. 

Hansell, a graduate of Georgia 
Tech, is a nephew of the late Wil- 
liam A. Hansell, of 737 Woodland 
avenue, S. E., assistant city engi- 
neer. Other relatives here include

The undersecretary of war, Rob- 
ert P. Patterson, now at Camp 
Gruber, Okla., to inspect the 42d 
(Rainbow) Division, said, in a 
statement released at the War De- 
partment, “I'm glad we have hit 
them again.” 

JUST A BEGINNING 


“The bombing of the islands of 
Japan by our new Superfortress, 
the B-29, of the 20th Bomber Com- 
mand, is just a beginning,” said 
Patterson. 

“We will strike at the heart of 
Japan again and again. The Super- 
fortresses are a product of Ameri- 
can labor and industrial genius 
and are a very tangible example 
of the partnership existing be- 
tween those laboring on the home 
front and the armed forces in the 
active theaters of war.” 

Thus opened a new phase in the 
war—a phase in which fleets of 
the world’s most formidable planes 
will strike at the enemy anywhere 
on earth at the command of one 
man—General Arnold. 

By hitting the Japanese war in- 
dustries, the great planes may 
change the whole complexion of 
the Pacific conflict and hasten the 
day of Japan’s utter defeat.

RAIDS COMPARED 

By contrast, the Doolittle raid 
of April 18, 1942, was a one-shot 
affair. The Doolittle raiders, fly- 
ing twin-engined medium bomb- 
ers, took off from a carrier and 
most were forced to crash land in 
China. Some fell into the hands 
of the Japanese who announced 
they had executed eight of them. 

General Arnold, chief of the 
Army Air Forces, said: “This em-

By Marshall and Arnold 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(/) 
The text of General Marshall’s 
statement on the attack on Japan 
by B-29 Superfortresses follows: 


The attack on Japan by the Su- 
perfortress B-29 from distant bases 
introduces a new type of offensive 
against our enemy. It also creates 
a new problem in the application 
of military force. Because of the 
énormous range and heavy bomb 
load of these Superfortresses, far 
exceeding that of previous strate- 
gic bombers, they can strike from 
many and remote basés at a single 
objective. 


The power of these new bomb- 
ers is so great that the joint chiefs 
of staff felt that it would be un- 
economical to confine the Super- 
fortress organization to a single 
theater, These. bombers therefore 
will remain under the centralized 
control of the joint chiefs of staff 
with a single commander, General 
Arnold, acting as their agent in di- 
recting their bombing operations 
throughout the world. The planes 
will be treated as major task 
forces in the same manner as na- 
val task forces are directed against 
specific objectives.

The text of General Arnold’s 
statement: 

The use of the B-29 Superfort-

It proves that our plan- 
ners and engineers, coupled with 
the capacity of American industry, 
are an unbeatable combination. 
The result. is here, a highly com-

The American forces were de- 
scribed by their commander, Vice 
Admiral Richmond Kelly Turner, 
as the most experienced amphib- 
ious war fleet in the world. He 
told war correspondents prior to 
the landing that this thrust into 
Japan’s inner defense lines was 
designed to destroy Saipan as an 
enemy base and convert it to Al- 
lied use. 

William Worden, Associated 
Press correspondent with the ex- 
peditionary forces, reported the 
press conference. 

In invaiding Saipan, Turner’s 
forces vaulted far beyond Truk, 
major enemy base in the central 
Caroliné islands. When a firm hold 
is established on Saipan, it will 
place American forces 675 miles 
to the rear (west) of Truk. Guam, 
southernmost of the Marianas, also 
would be outflanked. 

Storming enemy beaches was 
nothing new for Turner’s forces. 
They had seen such action betore 
many times. They were, however, 
up against mobile enemy artillery 
for the first time, and against 
rough, formidable terrain. A larg: 
er land area also was involved, 
compared with the small atolls of 
previous invasions. 


Planes dropping rockets with 
their bombs paced the assault 
forces to the beaches. Showers 
of rockets were directed against 
enemy guns and defenses by fast- 
firing LCIS (infantry landing 
craft) and by other gunboats. 


The operation was believed. to 
be the most spectacular of the 
Pacific war, due to the major usé 
of rocket firing planes and ships. 
These new weapons have been 
used previously in the Pacific 
only on a minor scale, 

TOKYO REPORTS 

Many hours before Nimitz made 
his announcement the Tokyo ra- 
dio said a landing attempt on 
Saipan had been beaten off by 
“accurate Japanese fire,” which 
threw the invaders “into wild con- 
fusion.” Then it admitted that 
later Americans reached shore on 
both Tinian and Saipan. Nimitz 
has not mentioned a landing on 
Tinian. 

Saipan is the second largest 
island in the 500-mile-long Mari- 
anas chain. Westward lies a clear 
ocean sweep to the Philippines, 
Formosa and the China coast. 

Saipan is 13 miles long by five 
miles wide.

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Biggest Bombing Plane 
Has Smallest Taillight 


(The following observations on the B-29 Super Fortress were 
written by a member of The Constitution’s staff following a 


ss tour’ arranged several weeks ago.

MUST BE REASON 


There may be some reason why 
such a plane needs a light no 
larger than that. It’s an unbe- 
lievable sight. Fut it is the only 
under-done part of the plane, ex- 
cept for entrances. 

There isn’t a door on it, not in 
the commonly accepted term of a 
door that you can walk up to and 
open. To get into it you have to 
— through a hole in the bot- 

tom, shinnying up a ladder, which 
comes as standard equipment. 
The hole you climb through, after 
the plane is in the air, is the nest 
for the big nose wheel. 

Once the wheel is tucked inside, 
then a couple of doors, which look 
like bomb-bay doors, only, smaller, 
are pulled together by hydraulic 
apparatus, and all that’s left is just 
one big, shiny nose with some 
guns bristling from its tip end. 
There are some escape hatches on 
the plane, but these are not used 
for entrances and only under 
pressing circumstances for exits. 

And you would expect this big 
plane to have plenty of room in- 
side for walking around—maybe 
a pool table for the crew’s enter- 
tainment after making a raid.

CATWALK DESCRIBED 


The “catwalk” is fastened just 
inside the top of the plane, clears 
the bomb racks, and is the only 
line for commuting between front 
and rear. A traffic cop should be 
assigned to each plane to keep 
traffic from becoming snarled, for 
two-way traffic is an impossibility. 

An another new feature of the 
plane is its guns.

a new gunsight, an electrically 
operated gadget.

All] this sighting apparatus 
makes just about a double-handful 
with its knobs and lenses and a 
few wires. 

There’s another gadget of some 
kind which keeps any gun from 
firing if the gun happens to be 
aimed at any part of the plane— 
an evident possibility if the gun- 
ners are attempting to fire prac- 
tically every piece of fire power 
at a target off at certain angles. 

As for bombs, the B-17 Flying 
Fortress carries a 6,000-pound 
load. The new plane carries one 
described as “heavy,” but it stands 
to reason a bigger plane would 
not have: been made if a bigger 
load could not be carried. 


BOMB SIGHT 


The bomb-sighting appartus on 
the plane is highly secret, not be- 
ing installed in the regular build- 
ing process, but waiting for “modi- 
fication” work. But the appartus 
is suposed to be highly efficient 
from a great height. 

Not much is said about the 
range of the plane. In fact, all 
that is said is: “Very long.” And 
as for speed, just “well over 300 
miles per hour.” 

After it gets through that “very 
long” and “very fast” flying, the 
plane lands on three wheels—the 
large nose wheel and two wing 
wheels. It is very squat on the 
ground. A man of average height 
has to duck, to walk under the 
wings when the wing flaps are 
down—and they are down as a 
help to stopping when the plane 
lands. The tips of the bomb bay 
doors, when open, almost reach 
the ground when the plane is on 
land. You even have to duck to 
get in through the tummy en- 
trance. 

An idea of the length of the 
plane comes when they tell you 
that if the tire on the nose wheel 
goes flat the tail of the plane 
would be lifted 17 feet further off 
the ground. 

And then you could hardly see 
that little tail 1-9 at all. 


U.S. Toll in Italy 
Increases 6,800 


WASHINGTON, ja 15.—(P) 
Total casualties of American 
troops since the start of the Ital- 
ian campaign last fall have mount- 
ed to 62,001, increasing by about 
6,800 during nine days of heavy 
fighting just south of Rome. 

Secretary of War Stimson re- 
ported today that casualties 
through June 5 included 11,103 
killed. This was an increase of 
1,139 in six days = fighting dur- 
ing the rie May 30-June 5 
when the Fifth Army was pushing 
through the Alban hills and the 
last barriers standing before 
Rome.

is a super-Flying Fortress, with a 
greater cruising range than any- 
thing else flying. 

The plane is the higgest bomber 
ever built, carrying a much larger 
load of explosives than either the 
B-17 or the Liberator. 

Immediately upon learning that 
his company would build the su- 
perplane, President Bell began 
searching for a site for the plant. 
It had to be ideally located where 
labor would be obtainable and 
with plenty of railroad facilities. 
SITE IS SELECTED 

The search brought Bell and 
Army officials to Atlanta, and aft- 
er looking over several proposed 
sites, they selected the property 
along the state-owned’ W. & A. 
Railroad, just outside the Marietta 
city limits. The Cobb county air- 
port, which had just been com- 
pleted, adjoined the proposed site, 
and it was taken over by Army 
officials. 

On March 30, 1943, ground was 
broken for the plant. By June 
8,350,000 cubic yards of earth had 
been removed, and concrete foun: 
dations poured for the main as- 
sembly building. 

By October 3 walls to enclose 
the find] assembly plant were un- 
der way, and on March 15, 1943, 
more than 1,000 employes, many 
of whom had undergone special 
training in the Bell plant at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., moved into the plant 
and began installing machinery 
with which the giant plane was to 
be constructed, 

PLANT COST $45,000,000 


On April 15, 1943, keys to the 


operation were turned over to the 
Bell Aircraft Corporation. 

The land, buildings and machin- 
ery cost $45,000,000. 

At 11:20 a. m. on December 20, 
1943, Bell’s “all-Georgia” produced 
ship left the main building, exact- 
ly 20 months and 16 days after 
ground for the plant was first

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Arnold Heads Special 
Command for B-29’s 


By JAMES J. STREBIG. 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—(4)—The Army, after tersely announc- 
ing its mammoth B-29 Superfortresses had bombed Japan, today 
uncovered many details of the world’s most talked about airplane. 


At the same time, the War De- 
partment disclosed an equallly 
spectacular military organization 
hitherto unmentioned—the 20th 
Air Force, a roving, earth circling 
bomber command headed by Gen- 
eral Arnold. 


The Boeing B-29 and the 20th 
Air Force were made for each 
other, one a weapon designed to 
slug the enemy with unparalleled 
reach and power, the other a mili- 
tary authority to use such a weap- 
on anywhere in the world inde- 
pendent of theater commanders. 

Unlike any other air force, the 
20th is responsible only to the 
joint chiefs of staff. General 
Arnold heads it as a separate as- 
signment rather than as part of 
his job as commanding general 
of the Army Air Forces. He will 
use it as a strategic air force di- 
rected from Washington. The 
chief of staff of the 20th Air Force 
is Brigadier General H. S. Han- 
sell, of Atlanta, deputy chief of 
staff of the Army Air Forces. 

The plane and its employment 
are complemented by the most gi- 
gantic production program ever 
conceived for any weapon of war. 

The superfortress is described as 
the “most tested airplane in the 
world,” with 8,000 hours of wind 


tunnel work. It was conceived in 
March, 1940, in the Boeing plant 
at Seattle and made its first flight 
there September 21, 1942. 
Brigadier General Ray G. Har- 
ris, supervisor of the midwestern 
procurement district 


Force Materiel Command, said the 
Superfortress was “considered a 
very fine airplane by the people 
who fly it” and that it requires 
no “super pilots.” 

He described it as a “very fine 
production airplane” which “prob- 
ably breaks down (mé@aning it 
lends itself to sub-assembly) bet- 
ter than any other plane.” 

Commenting on the sturdiness of 
the B-29, Harris said in one in- 
stance it made a belly landing be- 
cause of landing gear trouble and 
three days later, with its propel- 
lers changed, was flown to another 
airfield for “minor repairs to the 
skin.’

It seems only a few months ago they were beginning the vast 
war plant near Marietta, Georgia, one of several in which the 
Army was to build the world’s greatest long-distance bomber. 

It was called the B-29. | 

Yesterday B-29 bombers dropped their bombs on targets in 
Japan. 

The hands of Georgia men and women, husbands, brothers, 
fathers, mothers of men fighting overseas, have fashioned and 
wrought a weapon which flew from Marietta to unannounced bases 
and from them to Japan. 

Boeing designed the B-29. The Bell Aircraft Corpération built 
it at Marietta. The Bell plant is one of five making B-29’s. It 
is safe to assume that some of the bombers from the Marietta plant 
(which Atlanta likes to claim, too) were in on the raid. The 
production record at the Bell plant has been the best. 

This bombing, the first of more to come by this great sky 
weapon, adds a new thrill and hope to the war news. France is 
invadéd. Japan is bombed. The Marianas Islands are invaded. 

It is the second bombing of Japan. The first was on April 18, 
1942, when the intrepid Jimmy Doolittle and his equally intrepid 
crew, took off from “Shangri-La” and bombed Tokyo, Kobe and 
other cities of thé island empire. ; 

They went, we learned later, from an airplane carrier especially 
prepared to clear the heavy medium “Mitchell’’ bombers. 

That was a calling card. Now we are going back with land- 
based bombers carrying heavy loads of bombs. The Doolittle raid 
was a symbol. This one of yesterday is the beginning of - planned 
series of raids.

The record of the past couple of years indicates, strongly, that 
General Charles De Gaulle, leader of the Fighting French, is at 
least overly temperamental, if not a personal opportunist. 

While the genéral public has, of necessity, not been informed of 
all the ramifications of the constantly recurring troubles between 
De Gaulle and the Allied governmenté, what is known gives the 
clear impression that he is trying, primarily, to assure for himself 
control of the French political situation after the Germans are 
drivén out. . 

Pour years ago, after the capitulation of France, De Gaulle 
spoke words which Were an inspiration and a flame of hope in 
those dark hours. If his attitude now was in accord with his 
words then, there Would be no fault to find. 

However, his refusal to permit French officers to accompany 
the Allied invasion forces, to act as liaison officers with the 
French people, his attempt to influence the French not to accept 
the French money carried by our troops—although that currency 
was printed in full accord with instructions of De Gaulle’s own 
Committee of Liberation—constitute actions that can only be 
ascribed to childish petulance. 

It is not surprising that the American government has hesi- 
tated to recognize De Gaulle as head not only of the French 
empire outside the continent, but head also of continental France 
as it is liberated. 

This government would be infringing on the rights of the free 
people of a republic if it did anything to force upon them any 
leader, De Gaulle or anyone else. They must select their own, 
after they are freed. 

In the meantime the only objective the Allies can have regard- 
ing continental France is the single, simple military objective of 
destruction of the German war machine. If De Gaulle would 
likewise give himself 100 per cent to that cause, he would do far 
more to agsure his future stature among his compatriots than 
he does by engaging in petty political maneuvering to assure his 
future position.

Has Come to Bat 


In September, 1942, a strange plane wes seen 
in the skies near Seattle, Wash. 

Months later the skies of Kansas saw a strange 
plane, huge and yet graceful in the sky. 

Last fall spectators at a football game at Georgia Tech’s stadium 
craned their necks at the silhouette of a long, thin plane in the 
air, its tail fin towering high at its tip. 

All the while there was official silence. 

The plane was the B-29. 

Now we may speak. 

The B-29 has bombed Japan. Big brother to the famous Flying 
Fortress, B-17, the B-29 is at least twice the fighting weapon in 
weight of bombs; even more the offensive force in flying range. 

It literally is a battleship of the air and as such it will be used. 

Not until the Fortress had raided Japan; not until it had been 
on an operation over enemy territory, was the officia] story told 
of the B-29. Even that story is incomplete. 

I hope it will remain incomplete until the end of the war, 
because not until one falls into enemy hands will its weapons, its 
armor and its secret details be told. 

It has been my lot to climb in and about the B-29 and to gasp 
in amazement at her many assets for war. Two weeks ago I petted 
the side of one at Wright Field and grinned back at a grinning pilot. 


FOUR YEARS ON THE WAY Before dawn on the morning 
of March 30, 1942, the birds 


flew in terrified haste out of the trees along the old Jonesville road, 
near Marietta, Ga. 

Four bulldozers were clattering along. 

They réachéd a spot where two néw stakes stood on the side of 
a hill. They attacked the hill. 

So began the Marietta plant for producing the B-29. It was the 
last of a number of plants designed to produce this bomber by 
Boeing’s engineérs. 

In September of that year the first B-29 was in the air from 
another plant. In September of 1943 the first B-29 was in the air 
from the Atlanta plant, setting a new production record. 

The plane went on the drawing boards in March, 1940. 

Since that time it has had the best production skill the world 
knows. In a little more than four years it has gone from the draw- 
ing board to Tokyo—and back. 

Slow? Not at all. Fast. Very fast. 

Its model and its parts spent 8,000 hours in wind tunnel test- 
ing. That is almost a year. 

The Army Air Force knew it was coming. a 

They .began to speak of “The Ninth-Inning Bomber.” They 
thought of it then as the weapon which would come to bat when 
the war had reached its ninth inning. 

The B-29 h&s gone fo bat. 

It may be a long inning. 


And again it may. 

WILL WE EVER LEARN? The story of the B-29 will illus- 

trate what is meant by the state- 
ment that Germany had prepared her weapons for war. Planes 
cannot be produced in a few months. A good fighter plane re- 
quires two years’ time. Germany had designed and tested and 
produced excéllent fighters and bombers, and had them in quan- 
tity, before she began war. She had spent ten years building planes 
and other weapons. 

Our Lindberghs, our Wheelers, our “American Firsters” had 
persuaded us to spend no money on defense; denounced as war- 
mongerers all who suggested preparing. 

We've done well. So well it is almost a miracle. 

I wonder, too, if we will ever learn? 

Since the B-29 went into production the nation has whispered 
about it. I do not understand why we, as a people, are so childishly 
éager to believe rumors. 

For months it was said the B-29 would never be built. 
despite the fact work was going on under full steam. 

Then it was whispered it had “bugs” in it which would not come 
out and therefore it was to be discontinued. 

At the very time they were saying this a few persons knew the 
first squadron already was at its foreign base. 

A few weeks ago in Miami I was asked, “What’s all this I hear 
is wrong with the B-29?” 

In Macon, Ga., a week ago they were asking, “What about the 
B-29? I hear it is a failure.” 

Will we ever learn, I wonder, to believe in our own worth and 
our own cap*bilities? ; 

The B-29 is battle-tested. 


And wouldn’t it be interesting to see what is on the 
boards for four years from now? Or less?

Tens of Thousands 
Have Seen Cherbourg 


Not only tens of thousands, there must be 
hundreds of thousands of Americans who, with 
the French port of Cherbourg so prominent in 

cS the war news, are recalling the time when they 
first saw the place, saw it from the deck of a trans-Atlantic liner 
from the harbor. 

The big passenger ships, eastbound, used to call at Cherbourg 
before proceeding on their way to Southampton. In the early 
morning, with the sunrise beautiful to the east, it presented a 
charming and picturesque scene. There was a long breakwater, 
a wall jutting out into the harbor. The larger ships would cast 
anchor in the shelter of this wall and a tug would come out for 
passengers there ending their voyage, for mail and so on. And, 
usually, they would bring a few passengers for England, making 
the short 83-mile trip across the channel. 


You couldn’t see much of Cherbourg from out in the harbor. 
A few houses and port buildings was about all. But it was always 
a thrill to lean over the rail and gaze at the pleasant French land, 
the first at which you had touched since leaving New York. 


Then your ship plowed across the channel to Southampton and 
you went in through the naval anchorages and past the yacht clubs 
of the Isle of Wight and so to your port of debarkation for that 
vacation in England. 

You can’t know much of Cherbourg from so brief a glimpse as 
that, yet to all the thousands who saw that much, even those who 
saw more, the fight for the port and the peninsula on which it 
stands becomes more realistic because of the old memories. 


There'll be many more thousands of Americaris, American men 
in fighting uniforms, who will remember Cherbourg in the years 
to come. They will remember it in far greater detail—maybe 
tragic detail—than do the casual tourists from the days of peace. 


THOSE SUPERMEN Once again the forces of the United 


Nations have met and beaten the super- 
men of Naziland. Once again the words of the British Tommies 
who left Dunkirk four years ago have been proven prophetically 
true—"“Give us the equipment they have, and we'll beat the Nazis 
every time we fight ’em.” 


These we have met and beaten in Africa, in Sicily, in Italy and. 
in Normandy are, you must remember, the master race! The super- 
men! The great Aryans who were destined, according to the 
screams of Adolf, to conquer and to rule the world. To put into 
their proper role as servants to the masters, all the other, the 
inferior races of mankind. 


Well, let’s see something of these supermen. Just who are they? 


They selected the best they had—so they said—to defend the 
impregnable (!) Atlantic wall. The real supermen. The uncon- 
querables. 

Let us take a look at them as seen among the 10,000 prisoners 
of war we've already captured since D-Day in Normandy. 


We find a few Russians and a Pole or two among our prisoners. 
Wearing German uniforms to be sure, but forced into the army, 
they explain.

Labor Control 


NEW YORK, June 15.—This is 
mid-June. Two weeks from now, 
the nominally free male civilians 
of the United States above the age 
of 17 will face the proposition of 
surrendering their freedom for in- 
voluntary servitude to private em- 
ployers and slavery to the unions 
and the New Deal political party, 
or going on strike against an ab- 
solutely lawless decree issued by 
Paul McNutt. 


After July 1, McNutt has said, 
any male civilian over 17 who 
leaves a non-essential job must go 
into essential work. He can’t take 
another non-essential job. If that 
job is to be filled at all, it must 
be taken by a woman. 

McNutt also has attempted to 
direct all such workers into the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice for placement in essential in- 
dustries. This USES is an evil 
growth with which the general 
public is little acquainted. From 
its very beginning, it has been as 
a dragooning service to herd un- 
willing civilians into the unions. 
In many places, union agents have 
occupied chairs in USES offices, 
supported by the taxpayers, or ad- 
joining premises. Applicants for 
war jobs, as a routine matter, have 
been required to pay cash on the 
liné to the unioneers for the privi- 
lege of helping to win the war on 
the dome front. 


**Referral’’ 


The USES “refers” applicants to 
the unions for “clearance” with 
the understanding that if they 
don’t “‘clear” by paying initiation 
fees and dues, or signing promises 
to pay out of their immediate 
wages sometimés through the 
check-off, they won’t be hired. In 
no case is there a guarantee that 
the applicant will hold his job 
after he has earned the amount 
of the shakedown plus an equal 
amount for himself. There are al- 
ways more saps coming in and the 
temptation is strong to lay off 
thosé who have been clipped for 
the union treasury and trim the 
new suckers. 


The USES also has assumed the 
power to order independent em- 
ployers to hiré whomsoever™ it 
sends them, regardless of the ap- 
plicant’s competence or character 
or the employer’s judgment of his 
or her personal fitness. The in- 
dividual is not a person but a unit, 
or number, a case on file. A dirty 
person, even a prostitute may be 
referred to a company engaged in 
packing food for package lunches 
in a war plant, and must be ac- 
cepted, 


The USES is especially stern if 
the dirty person or prostitute is a 
member of a “minority group.” If 
a business has a practice of em- 
ploying Negroes to run its eleva- 
tors and asks for a Negro to fill 
a vacancy, the USES will charge 
the management with racial dis- 
crimination against white men and 
make him accept a white man. 
Then, if the applicant himself, be- 
ing a white man, refuses to accept 
the job he, in turn, may be con- 
demned for’ racial prejudice 
against Negroes, marked “unavail- 
able” on his card and denied all 
further opportunities to earn his 
living. For non-essential work is 
closed to him, and the USES which 
controls essential hiring has put 
him on its blacklist. 


Waste of Men? 


If a worker, leaving a non-essen- 
tial job, refuses to take a job deem- 
ed to be essential, however inferior 
the work may be to his intelli- 
gence and skill, and however in- 
ferior the pay to his usual stand- 
ards and his unavoidable commit- 
ments, he doesn’t go to jail, of 
course; he just goes idle, a man 
wasted, and broke and hungry un- 
til necessity breaks him down on 
enough other men like him get 
sore enough to tell McNutt and 
the unions and the USES to go to 
hell in a voice loud enough to be 
heard by President Roosevelt and 
congress. 

This is McNutt’s third attempt 
in two years to impose a civilian 
labor draft without authority trom 
congress and in the face of repeat- 
ed refusals by congress, for good 
reasons, to adopt any such draft. 
It is dishonest, as well as illegal; 
for the labor shortage is only 
spotty, not general, and is due 
largely to artificial causes, includ- 
ing the political. The political pur- 
pose of the decree is to swell the 
membership of the unions which, 
in turn, will contribute out of their 
loot to Mr. Roosevelt’s fourth term 
campaign fund and thus. compel 
millions of citizens who would re- 
gard a fourth term as a national 
calamity to facilitate that disaster. 

The civilian who remains in pri- 
vate, non-essential employ is 
placed at the mercy of the em- 
ployer, who now knows that he 
may impose upon him ruthlessly 
by holding over him the threat of 
dismissal and “referral” to the 
USES. 

The only hope for the civilian 
thus placed by McNutt’s dictato- 
rial decree is that of a sit-down 
strike against the government by 
millions of those private citizens 
so often réferred to, and so con- 
temptuously, as little people. Be- 
cause they are unorganized against 
politics and the power of the 
Roosevelt government and its 
union auxiliaries, that hope is wan 
and waning.

Standard was given the task of producing 
How well it has succeeded may be seen from experiments 
ducted in the presence of newspapermen permitted to witness 
demonstration. 

Two cross sections of the attic of a house were used in the 
demonstration. In one was placed one of the German magnesium 
incendiaries. The American-made incendiary was placed in the 
other. Both were fired statically at the same time. Seventeen 
minutes later the structure fired by the Standard Oil bomb was 
a roaring mass of flames, and had completely collapsed, while the 
structure ignited by the German incendiary was undamaged save 
for a hole about three feet in circumference burned through the 
flooring. 

Weighing only 6% pounds, the American incendiary has a base 
of solidified or gummy gasoline. When it explodes it throws its 
deadly inflammable substance against the side of a house or struc- 
ture, causing a rapidly burning flame. It is more easily extin- 
guishable than the German bomb, but if you don’t get to it in a 
hurry it is too late. : 

Another improved feature perfected by American scientists is 
that our own incendiaries may be used in precision bombing the 
same as the big block-busters. They are fired in clusters with as 
many as 60 individual bombs to the cluster. Before reaching the 
target area, the cluster disintegrates and permits a wide diffusion 
of the bombs.

? Army officers present would not say so, but it 
FUR JAAN was evident that the incendiaries have been bui.t 
for special use against Japan. It is inconceivable that the straw 
and paper houses of Tokyo could stand up under a concerted attack 
of such deadly missels. The Japs aré certain to see much of them 
in time. 

The jelly-like content of the bombs sticks like glue to 
it strikes. When it splatters on the wall, the famé mounts 
feeds itself. 

The German incendiary, on the other hand, makes a louder 
noise and throws off a whiter heat more powerful in intensity, 
but it has nothing like the fire-creating potential of the Ameriéan 


device. 

To give some idea of their growing importance in our air at- 
tacks, Brigadier General Alton H. Waitt, assistant chief of the 
Chemical Warfare Service, revealed that the incendiaries are be 
ginning to make up 60 per cent of our total bomb loads as com- 
pared with an original 5 per cent. 

Equally interesting are the flame thrower and the smoke gen- 
erator being produced by the New Jersey oil company. But mure 
about them later.

As far as you could see in every 
direction the ocean was infested 
with ships. There must have been 
every type of oceangoing vessel 
in the. world. I even thought I 
saw a paddlewheel steamer in the 
distance, but that was probably 
an illusion. 

There were battleships and all 
other kinds of warships clear 
down to patrol boats. There were 
great fleets of Liberty ships. 
There were fleets of luxury liners 
turned into troop transports, and 
fleets of big landing craft and 
tank carriers and tankers. And in 
and out through it all were non- 
descript ships—converted yachts, 
river boats, tugs, and barges. 

The best way I can describe this 
vast armada and the frantic ur- 
gency of the traffic is to suggest 
that you visualize New York har- 
bor on its busiest day of the year 
and then just enlarge that scene 
until it takes in all the ocean the 
human eye can reach, clear around 
the horizon.

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WENDELL WILLKIE 
GOP Must Revise Its Attitude Toward Labor 


In the fifth article of his se- 
ries about national issues cdn- 
fronting the platform-drafters of 
the GOP, Wendell Willkie here- 
with discusses American labor. 


NEW YORK, June ‘15.—The 
problem of labor today is sur- 
charged with emotion and danger- 
ously sharp cleavages. Men more 
zealous than wise are trying to 
label the Democratic party the ex- 


clusive friend of labor, and the 
Republican party its inveterate 
enemy. 

The source of this theory is not 
difficult to discern. Labor lead- 
ers feel that before the advent 
of the present administration la- 
bor did not get a fair break, and 
that previous Republican admin- 
istrations gave consideration sole- 
ly to a business point of view. 
Today, on the other hand, many 
industrialists believe with almost 
fanatical intensity that the pres- 
ent administration sees everything 
exclusively through the eyes of 
labor, and plays politics both with 
and within labor. 

There is considerable truth in 
the viewpoints of both. 

However, nothing inherent in 
the nature of the two parties jus- 
tifies the roles that propagandists 
have sought to assign them. As- 
suming that there are in the Re- 
publican party a few 19th cen- 
tury industrialists who still be- 
lieve that labor is a commodity, 
everyone of these has his Demo- 
cratic counterparts in the Smith- 
Connallys who dévote their ener- 
gies to baiting organized labor. 
GOP ON THE SPOT 

But the Republican party has 
allowed itself to be put on the 
spot on the labor question. It has 
done so by failing to appreciate 
sufficiently that for labor the es- 
sential content of freedom is dif- 
ferent in today’s industrial society 
from what it was in the agricul- 
tural society of an earlier age. 
Men no longer able to own small 
businesses and farms Rave sought 
new solutions for a need which 
all Americans must respect—the 
need to control for themselves the 
circumstances which dictate their 
working lives. However much 
the present administration has 
bungled the problem, it has taken 
cognizance of this historic change.

Compulsory social insurances 
must be broadened in their base 
and progressively expanded. 
Coercive legislation such as the 
Smith-Connally act which is both 
unwise and unenforceable should 
be repealed. For labors’ inherent 
rigat to strike, which it has vol- 
untarily abandoned during the 
war, is the basis of all its rights 
and must not be outlawed mere- 
ly because the administration has 
created an atmosphere in which 
strikes are inevitable. 
PRESERVE UNIONS 

Industry must convince labor 
that it is prepared permanently 
to accept the basic principles of 
collective -bargaining and unions 
must be reassured that the period 
of transition to peace will not be 
used as in 1919-20 to destroy the 
organizations they have built. 

Labor also has aspirations which 
are not only just but indispensable 
to the health of a society marked 
by wide economic fluctuations. 
For instance, an annual wage to 
those who work in plants with 
long seasonal or periodic shut- 
downs seems fair and necessary. 
And our postwar economy must 
be built on a high wage level if 
we hope to furnish a market for 
the goods of an expanding peace- 
time production. Our wheels can 
keep turning only if our workers 
can keep spending. 

Labor-management co-operation 
has proved fruitful during the 
war. The more it is continued and 
developed after the peace the less 
necessity there will be for govern- 
ment intervention in industrial re- 
lations. It is time for both labor 
and management to grow up, to 
recognize each other as essential 
factors in the same basic enter- 
prise—United States industry— 
and to settle their affairs among 
themselves without recourse to 
overnment. 

EFORM UNIONS 

Now that labor is reaching ma- 
turity all labor leaders must recog- 
nize what some leaders are saying 
—witness the recent statements of

Finally, and basic to the whole 
question of labor in a democratic 
society, in addition to its part in 
American industrial lifé, labor 
must be made an essential part of 
government, with a real labor rep- 
resentative in the cabinet. Like 
other economic groups, it must 
share in the determination of gov- 
ernment’s fiscal, domestic and in- 
ternational policies. Thus it will 
share the’ responsibility for the re- 
sults. 

The coming days of demobiliza- 
tion will be difficult. Particularly 
difficult for labor. Millions of men 
and women will have to take up 
new forms of work in new locali- 
ties. Returning soldiers will prop- 
erly feel that they should have 
equal if not referential opportuni- 
ties for jobs. The adjustments of 
our economy to a peacetime basis 
will bring a multitude of stresses 
and strains and labor is fearful 
that it alone will be asked to bear 
the sacrifices. That must not be. 

Every thoughtful American 
knows today that .a strong labor 
movement is one of our greatest 
bulwarks against the growth of 
Fascistic tendencies and _ conse- 
quently is necessary for our demo- 
cratic way of life. The Republican 
party must demonstrate visibly 
and tangibly that it appreciates 
the contribution of labor to our 
economic well-being. It must leave 
no doubt that it. understands that 
labor has legitimate grievances, 
and justifiable aspirations toward 
a more secure place with larger 
participation in our modern indus- 
trial life.

Halsey Yields Post to Deputy 


By The Associated Press 
Clearing the way for a new as- 
signment, Admiral William F. Hal- 
sey Jr., has turned the command 
of South Pacific Allied forces over 


to Vice Admiral John Newton, 62, 
former deputy commander. 

“You have met, measured and 
mowed down the best the enemy 
had on land and sea and air,’ 
Halsey said in a parting message 
to his forces issued at Allied head- 
quarters in the South Pacific. 

“Now carry on the smashing 
South Pacific traditions under 
your new commander, and may we 
join up again farther along the 
road to Tokyo.” 

Halsey led Allied sea, land and 
air forces frorh Guadalcanal to a 
juncture with General MacAr- 
thur’s Southwest Pacific forces. 
Newton is a former deputy chief 
of naval operations, a veteran of 
China and the first World War. 
He helped plan and execute grand 
naval strategy in both the Pacific 
and Atlantic in this war, 
FIGHTING IN CHINA 

Japanese troops have crossed 
the Liuyang river, last line of de- 
fense before Changsha, by-passed 
the city on the east and then 
slashed westward toward the Si- 
ang river to cut off the southward 
line of retreat for the besieged de- 
fenders, the Chinese high com- 
mand indicated in Chungking. 

Changsha lies on the east bank 
of the Siang. 

The only chance of escape now 
remaining to the garrison forces, 
the high command intimated, is 
to cross the Siang. But the in- 
vaders on the west bank have

In Chekiang, the high command 
announced belatedly, a fresh Jap- 
anese drive westward along the 
trackless Chekiang-Kiangsi rail- 
way, based at Kinhwa, has stab- 
bed 30 miles to the vicinity of 
Lingyu. 

Southeast Asia Command Head- 
quarters at Kandy, Ceylon, reveal- 
ed that British troops heavily sup- 
ported by U. S. warplanes, had 
struck at Mogaung to wipe out 
this supporting base of the em- 
battled Japanese’ garrison in 
Myitkyina, 31 miles east-northeast 
of Mogaung on the severed Burma 
railway, 

Air-borne Chindits of Major 
General W. D. A. Lentaigne’s com- 
mand and a jungle force under 
Brigadier “Mad Mike” Calvert se- 
cretly concentrated east of the 
town made the attack. Gunfire 
and explosives poured from Amer- 
ican bombers and fighters as the 
British closed in. 

The initial thrust caught the 
Japanese by surprise, a field ob- 
server said, but the enemy even- 
tually recovered and the battle 
was developing fiercely with 
heavy casualties on both sides.

ANKARA, June 15.—(#)—Nu- 
man Menemencioglu, Turkey’s for- 
eign minister for the past two 
years, resigned today in a dispute 
involving passage of German ships 
through the Dardanelles, and 
Premier Sukru Saracoglu, taking 
over the job, declared that in the 
future no armed vessels would Be 
permitted to pass through the 
straits. 


Menemencioglu’s resignation: fol- 
lowed a British protest over pass- 
age of German armed vessels be- 
tween the Black and Aegean seas 
and a meeting this morning of the 
cabinet which, according to an of- 
ficial announcement, “disapproved 
of the policy of the foreign minis- 
ter during the last few days.” 

Summoning foreign press repre- 
sentatives, Saracoglu told them 
the “might and right” of Turkey 
would not “be used against her 
ally, Great Britain, and her 
friends, Russia and the United 
States.” 

Saracoglu said one 800-ton Ger- 
man vessel armed with 3.7-inch 
guns had been detained in the 
straits and would not be permit- 
ted to pass t' ough, that passage 
of craft of the Mannheim and Ems 
types, 50-ton ships carrying three- 
pounders, would be forbidden in 
the future, and that‘ all German 
merchant ships would in the fu- 
ture be examined carefully to 
make sure they were of merchant

There is more 
growth material in some foods 
than in others. Your best bets 
in food to grow on are milk, eggs, 
meat, fish and fowl, vegétables, 
fruits, whole grain cereals and 
bread. 


Start your day with a good 
breakfast, Have an orange or 
grapefruit or the juice, fresh or 
canned. Eat a big bowl of whole 
grain cereal, For extra B vita- 
mins, which are very important 
to growth, mix in a little wheat 
germ with the cereal, Have whole 
wheat or enriched bread toast and 
have a glass of milk, plus the milk 
on your cereal. 


At your other meals, be sure to 
eat all the vegetables your mother 
serves. Ask her to give you green 
leafy and yellow vegetables often. 
Have a liberal serving of the pro- 
tein food, whether it’s meat, eggs, 
fish or a cheese dish. Try to have 
liver or the other meat organs 
twice a week for they are rich in 
iron and vitamins. If you are 
serious about growing you will not 
drink tea or coffee and you will 
not smoke, 


Exercise is highly important. If 
you are in school, and your school 
has put on a physical training 
program, enter into it whole- 
heartedly. Take up all games and 
go in for swimming. Just stretch- 
ing exercises help a lot. Rig up 
a stretching bar in a doorway and 
s-t-r-e-t-c-h 

You need plenty of sleep. Try 
to average 10 hours a night. At 
least do not make a habit of cut- 
ting short your sleeping hours.

LONDON, June 15.—(#)—The 
Russians’ drive for possession of 
Finland advanced farther up the 
Karelian isthmus today with Gen- 
eral Govorov’s troops capturing 
17 more fortified Finnish strong- 
points along the bloody’ road to 
Viipuri, Moscow announced to- 
night, 


The Finns, taking advantage of 
every natural obstacle and fight- 
ing from strongly entrenched per- 
manent defense positions, were 
said to have resisted fiercely but 
vainly. 

Moscow said Govorov’s army in 
six days of battle had now ad- 
vanced 25 miles through the first 
and second Finnish defense zones 
and widened the breach to 47 
miles. 

During savage fighting Tuesday 
Soviet troops were reported to 
have opened a gaping hole in the

:‘My husband and my daughters 
are working in the bomber plant, 
and my son’s carefully censored 
letters. have only told us that he 
was trying out a new and better 
bomber than any yet used in the 


war.” 


Few people were on the streets 
when news of the raid was re-} 
ceived in Marietta. Most every- 
one was eithér at work out at the 
big plant, or on one of the war 
housing projects which have 
sprung up like mushrooms on all 
sides of Marietta.
